A m erica n Troojm Sleep ing In Their 
C lothes In th e T renrhes—G uerilla 
Style of W a rfa re B ein g Used A ga inst 
O ur M en—Suffering M ust F ollow . 


Manila, Mav 29 .—The approach of the 
wot season finds the insurrection seem­ 
ingly taking a new lease of life. 
All 
along the American lines the rebels are 
showing more aggressive activity , iu 
their guerilla sty le, than at any time 
before or since the fall of Malolos. 
They keep United States troops in the 
trenches, sleeping in their clothing and 
constantly on the alert agaiust dashes 
upon our outposts, and they make life 
warm for the American garrisons in the 
towns. The bauds of General Luna and 
General Mascardo, which retreated to­ 
ward Tarlac when they feared they 
would be caught between General Mac- 
Artbur and General Lawton, have re­ 
turned iu force to their old trenches 
around San Fernando, where there are 
daily collisions. 
Opposite our lines on 
the south protecting Manila, all the way 
around to San Pedro Maeati, the Filip­ 
inos have three rows of trenches most of 
the distance. 
Reports from prisoners indicates that 
the insurgents construe the peace nego­ 
tiations to mean that the Americans 
have had enough of fighting. 
The Fili­ 
pinos are also encouraged by the belief 
that the Americans are preparing for an 
interval of inactivity during the wet 
se&sou. 
This period is sure to be followed by 
much suffering. 
Thousands of acres 
that were under cultivation last y ear 
have not Deen plowed this y ear, and the 
government will probably be obliged tc 
feed thousands, just as it fed the Cu­ 
bans. 
Friendly natives, Amigos, continue 
to pour into the American lines by land 
and river routes, coming from the terri­ 
tory of insurrection into the country 
where the passage of two armies has 
left no food, and practically throwing 
themselves upon the charity of their 
conqueror*. 
Such able bodied men as 
are not in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent loaders to dig 
treuches, and old men, women and 
children form the mass of the refugees. 
These are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted with hanger before 
they can realize any subsistence from 
their crops. 
The United States army has organized 
a sy stem of distributing rice at Malolos 
and some of the smaller town* where 
Filipino stores were captured; but the 
latter will soon be exhausted. 
The United States transport Morgan 
City , which arrived here from San Fran­ 
cisco with 600 recruits for various regi 
ineuts, sailed y esterday for Ililo with 
the troops. 
As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of the Spanish general, 
Montero, who was fatally wounded in a 
recent engagement with the Filipinos 
In the Island of Mindanao and who 
died while being brought here from 
Zamboanga on the transport Leon X III, 
it was decided that 
the 
interm ent 
should take place in 
Manila. 
The 
funeral took place y esterday , hundreds 
of Spanish soldiers and civilians attend 
iug the services in tue cathedral and 
following the cortege to the grave with 
wreatht* and flags. 
The Spanish papers declare that Mon­ 
tero was a victim of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment’s neglect.

Decatur, Ind., May 29 .—The jury in 
the case of Sebastian Miller against the 
Wabash Railroad company has returned 
a verdict awarding Miller f 1,7 18 .9 4dam­ 
ages. 
This case has been in the courts 
since the spring of 1698. 
Miller is a 
basket manufacturer and owns a farm 
in Allen county , two miles west of Fort 
W ay ne, through which the Wabash 
passes. 
Sparks from a passing engine 
set fire to grass and the tnuck land on 
which he had his willow groves planted 
was burned and the willow trees, from 
which he made his baskets, were de­ 
stroy ed. 
The case was tried in the Al­ 
len circuit court and he was awarded 
$1 ,7 50 damagas. 
Tho case was then ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court and the de­ 
cision reversed on the ground* of exoes- 
sive damages. 
Miller again brought 
suit and the case was brought to this 
county with the above result. The cost* 
in the case will reach several thousand 
dollars.

FREE SILVERITES 


Against the Dashes of tile Insurgents. 
American Trout* Sleeping Iii Their 
f lethes in the Trenches—Guerilla 
Style of Warfare Being FmhI Against 
Our Men—HufTbrlng Must Follow. 


Manila, Mav 29,—The approach of the 
wet season finds the iiisarriH'tion seem­ 
ingly taking a new lease of life. 
All 
along the American lines the rebels are 
showing more aggressive activity, in 
their guerilla style, than at any time 
before or since the fall of Malolos. 
They keep United States troops in the 
trenches, sleeping in their clothing and 
constantly on the alert against dashes 
upon our outposts, and they make life 
warm for the American garrisons in toe 
towns. The bauds of General Luna and 
General Mast ordo, which retreated to­ 
ward Tar lac when they feared they 
would be caught between General Mac­ 
Arthur and General Lawton, have re* 
turned in force to their old trenches 
around San Fernando, where there are 
daily collisions. 
Opposite oar lines an 
the south protecting Manila, all the way 
aronad to Ban Pedro Maeafci, the Filip- 
trios have three rows of trenches most of 
the distance. 
Reports from prisoners indicates that 
tile insurgents construe the peace nego­ 
tiations to mean that the Americans 
have had enough of fighting. 
The Fill- 
Pinos are also encouraged by the belief 
that the Americans are preparing for an 
interval of inactivity daring the wet 
season. 
This period is sure to be followed by 
much suffering. 
Thousands of acre* 
that were under cultivation last year 
hare not Dean plowed this year, aud the 
government will probably be obliged Ic 
feed thousands, just as it fed the Cu­ 
bans. 
Friendly natives, Amigos, continue 
to pour into the American lines by land 
and river routes, coming from the terri­ 
tory of insurrection into the country 
where the passage* of two armies has 
left no food, and practically throwing 
themselves upon the charity of their 
conquerors. 
Such able bodied men as 
are not in the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent loaders to dig 
trenches, and old men, women and 
children form the mass (rf the refugees. 
Thew* are doing some plowing, but they 
will be confronted with hanger before 
they can realise any subsistence from 
their crops. 
The I ai ted States army has organised 
a system of distributing rice at Malolos 
and some of the smaller towns where 
Filipino stores were raptured; but the 
latter will soon be exhaust sd. 
The United States transport Morgan 
City, which arrived here from San Frau 
cisco with 600 recruits for various regi 
intuits, sailed yesterday for Hilo with 
the troops. 
As it was impossible to take to Spain 
tho remains of tho Spanish general, 
Montara, who was fatally wounded in a 
recent engagement with the Filipinos 
in the Island of Miudanao and who 
died while being brought here from 
Zamboanga on the transport Leon XIII, 
it was decided that 
the interment 
should take place in 
Manila 
The 
funeral took place yesterday, hundreds 
of Spanish soldiers aud civilians attend­ 
ing the services in the cathedral and 
following the cortege to the grave with 
wreathe and flags. 
The Spanish papers declare that Mon- 
toro was a victim of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment’s neglect.
